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1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1,3-5, 7, 8, 10-12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Wende (PG Pub. 2007/0003812). Particularly, paragraphs [0004], 
[0023], [0025], [0035], [0046] and [0047] of Wende describe a structure completely in 
accord with that presently claimed. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Wende. 

Wende does not specify the corrosion rate of the prior art materials in a specified 
medium as defined in the instant claims. The examiner's position is that either: 

a) The material used by Wende, particularly that recited in Wende paragraph [0035], is 
precisely the same material as that presently claimed, and therefore would possess the same 
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corrosion rate property as presently claimed. The Wende material is thus the same (in the 
sense of 35 USC .102) as the material defined by the instant claims, or 

b) One of ordinary skill in the art of amorphous metal alloys would easily be able to 
produce materials as disclosed by Wende and having the presently claimed corrosion rate 
property, either by making appropriate variations in alloy composition or treatment steps 
commonly applied in this art to improve corrosion resistance. Thus, at a minimum, the claimed 
invention is obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art in view of the disclosure of Wende. 



5. In a response filed December 1 , 2006, Applicant presents arguments directed to 
the previously applied Harris and/or Peker references. Applicant's arguments are 
considered moot in view of the new ground of rejection supra, based on prior art that is 
clearly more pertinent to the instant claims. Applicant has also requested rejoinder of 
non-elected species/inventions. This question will be deferred until such time as 
allowable subject matter is claimed.
